Tribe Where Sisters’ Children Inherit 
a Man's Property. 

A Methodist misstonary fn British 
New Guinea—now known as Papua— 
Rey. W. E. Brownlow, has added to 
the world's knowledge of the curious 
and little known races of the great 
north Pacific island by the discovery 
‘and partial taming of a new tribe. 

The race in question consists of about 
20,000 blacks, Ilving at a place called 
Debu. The customs of the race are 
must curious. 

The tmnigration policy {8 more 
drastic than that of “White Australla,” 
for ull strangers have elther to be 
come full members of the tribe or be 
exten. When dealing with Mr. Brown- 
low, however, the dtflculty was got 
over by. making bim a father of the 
tribe. 

Each tribe and each Tamtly had 
thefr own land, and no portion {s al- 
lowed to go out of their possession 
except o8 2 loan for a season's crop. 
The men marry out of thelr own tribe 
and on thelr death their }and becomes 
the property of their sisters’ children. 

Women have great Influence {n the 
affairs of the tribe, and their: duties 
are quite distinct from those of the 
men. .The men clear the bush and 
dig the ground, then the women pre- 
pare it and plant yams, the crop -be- 
ing theirs. If a man wants any yams 
he has to ask for them. The banana 
patch, however, 1s his own property. 

Wives are obtalned by purchase. If 
a man pays well for his wife he can 
thrash her occasionally, but she could. 
leave him ff she did not like {t, and go 
back to her own village.

Prof. Metchnicoff Has Simple Scheme 
to Secure Longevity. 


It is well known that the average 
length of human life has been conald- 
erably prolonged in the laat century 
owing to a better unerstanding and 
better fudfillment of private and pub- 
Ue hygienic conditions. Few, however, 
attain old age, especially that of 100 
years or moro, and among these very 
few enjoy all their physical and men- 
tal powers. Prof. Metchnicoff, of the 
Pasteur institute of Paris, shows the 
causes of decrepitude, of premature 
weakening. He domonstrates that 
certain celis constituting the human 
organism become mutinous and de- 
vour the nobler cells of the bady. 
He poluts out a special danger, the 
intestinal germs and the polsons or 
toxine elaborated thereby, which pen- 
etrate the system and cause the hard- 
ening and degeneration of Ussues. 
The professor goes further and says 
that man can cducate and improve 
these intestinal germs and thelr tox- 


is, said he, to dr.nk a beverage which 
contains the germs of lactic acid fer- 
mentation, whose‘ antagonism to the 
bad germs ue has demonstrated.
